Mammals and birds in 
vegetable garden 
are annoying 


Stan Windham, County

Urban sprawl continues to 
bring people into direct contact 
with many types of wildlife. 
Consequently, many home gar- 
deners find that the most serious 
pests they deal with are not 
insects but larger animals such 
as birds, rabbits; raccoons, and 
deer, Even pet dogs or cats can 
wreak havoc by trampling on or 
digging up plants. 


Identify the Pest 

When. dealing with wildlife, 
keep the situation in its proper 
perspective, In most cases it is 
you who has moved into the ani- 
mal’s territory. They are adapt- 
ing to the altered environment to 
meet their basic réquirements 
for food, water, shelter, and 
space 

Since different problems have 
different remedies, an accurate 
identification is important to 
successful pest control. Many of 
the larger mammals that visit the 
garden are nocturnal. Unless 
you are willing to stay up. all 
night on guard, identification 
often must be based on the type 
of damage done. 


Decide When to Act 

Thoughtful pest management 
is the philosophy of today’s 
knowledgeable gardeners. 
Determine a. “threshold of 
acceptable damage.” This makes 
economic and environmental 
sense, 

Do a few missing blueberries 
warrant the time and expense 
required to cover your plants 
with netting? Do a few nibbled 
leaves from your lettuce plants 
justify erecting a fence around 
your entire garden? In many 
cases the answer is no. Planting 
"some for them and some for 
us” may be the best bet.

Use caution during periods of excessive heat 


The Alabama Department of 


Publi¢ Health urges the public to 
protect themselves during peri- 
ods of excessive heat by curtail- 
ing outdoor physical activity as 
much as possible and by taking 
other precautionary measures. 
The danger of possible heat ill- 
ness is increased in high humid- 
ity areas, Such as Alabama, 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention reports 
that between 1979 and 1999 
excessive heat exposure caused 
$,015 deaths in the United 
States. More people in this coun- 
try died from extreme heat than 
from hurricanes, lightning, tor- 
nadoes, floods and earthquakes 
combined during this period of 
time, 

According to. the health 
department's Center for Health 
Statistics, three Alabamians died 
from excessive heat in 2003. 

The following suggestions can 
help. protect against, heat-related 
illness. Friends and relatives of 
elderly persons who live alone 
are advised to check frequently 
on them. Those without air-con- 
ditioning. who live on upper 
floors are especially susceptible 
to heat buildup. Never leave any-

When at home, 
they should use wet sheets with 
electric fans to help circulate 
cool air instead of hot air, When 
temperatures are in the high 90s, 
fans will not prevent heat-related 
illness. Moving to an air-condi 
tioned place is the recommended 
way to cool off 

For individuals whose jobs 
involve heavy labor, work 
should be carefully dlternated 
with frequent. cooling-oft peri- 
ods in shaded areas. Salt tablets 
should not be taken except upon 
the advice of a physician. 

During extended. periods. in 
which extreme heat blankets the 
state, all individuals should take 
general precautions, such as 
increasing water intake, staying 
out of direct sunlight and avyoid- 
ing strenuous physical activity, 
Wear lightweight, light-colored, 


loose-fitting clothing. Adequate 
amounts of water and access to 
cool shelter should be available 
to children, the elderly and the 
chronically ill, as well as to pets 

People on certain medications 
or with health problems such as 
heart disease and diabetes may 
be at greater risk for heat-related 
illnesses during periods of pro 
longed extreme heat, 

Do not drink liquids that con 
tain caffeine, alcohol, or large 
amounts of sugar’ These bever 
ages actually cause you to. lose 
more body fluid, Also, avoid 
very cold drinks, because they 
can cause stomach cramps. 

Everyone should be alert for 
symptoms of heat-related illness 
es, including dizziness, weak 
ness, rapid heartbeat, throbbing 
headache, loss of ‘ability to 
sweat, nausea, vomiting, dia 
rhea, cramps. and cohfusion. I 
any. of these symptoms occurs, 
the individual should get out of 
the heat immediately and call for 
medical help without delay.

examine animals or chickens and quickly and accurately diagnose problems, The various work stations 

were designed to minimize the chance of spreading any germs exposed during examination of diseased 
carcasses brought in by farmers. It is also designed to minimize casual spread of germs by visitors who, 

in the present lab, can accidentally step where diseased animal carcasses have been lying. ' 
Also attached to this facility is a conference room, furnished with equipment to allow teleconferencing 

with specialists and others around the world. It will be available to the public for such events, This later 

part of the building will have 4 separate entrance, separate bathrooms and kitchenette, plus a separate 

heating and cooling system, again designed:to prevent accidental spread of infectious germs.
